Suffrage opponents, as they tight- 
en their lines for the final skirmish, 
, express confidence in the result. Suf- 
^^IfrsLge opponents announce that 47 
members of the House have signed 
a pledge to vote to reconsider the 
i ratification resolution. Several other 
assemblymen, they predict, will line 
up with the anti-suffrage forces be- 
fore the proposed roll-call, thus in- 
suring a majority for reconsidera- 
tion. 

Four thousand persons last night 
attended an anti-eoffease mass meet- 
ing, at which Speaker Walker out- 
lined plans for a battle over suffrage 

on the floor of the House today. 

A letter from Governor Cox, read 
i at the mass meeting, comments on 
1 the section of the Tennessee consti- 
} tution which provides that the Legis- 
j iature has no power to act on a pro- 
! posed amendment to the Federal con- 
stitution unless its members were 
i elected after submission of the meas- 
ure to the States. The pieaent Leg- 
islature was elected in No¥ember, 
1918, and the suffrage amendment 
was not sabmitted until several 
monflis later. Grovernor Cox wrote: 
•^ur platform has made a positive 
declaration on the nineteenth amend- 
ment and, as you at once will rec- 
ognize, the policy of that document 
becomes my own as well. At the 
same time, I shall endeavor to speak 
the policy of the platform to main- 
tain the properties whidi your letter 
sets forth. 

"I have no hesitation in saying 
that Section 32 of Article 2 of the 
Tennessee constiftadtten is • wise plan, 
it should be adopted in all States. 
Whether it is in conflict with the 
Federal constitution as recently in- 
terpreted is another matter. Most 
lawyers with whom I have talked be- 
lieve that it is not. However, it is 
not within my pw >vince to mai» tiiis 
declaration."

LEXINGTON, KY., Aug. 23 — The 
Burley Tobacco Growers* Association 
was born, a proposal to eliminate the 
1921 crop defeated by a nuugin of 
five votes, and steps were taken to- 
ward reduction of tobacco acreage in 
Kentucky, Indiana and Oluo in the 
general convention of Burley planters 
held here Wednesday. One hundred 
and seventy-six delegates from thirty- 
nine counties and three States were 
present. Each county was entitled 
to one vote. 

Perfection of the organization of 
the association will be rushed in or- 
der that it will be ready to take con- 
trol of the situation, declared to be 
''the most serious in history to the 
tobacco growers,** by the time the 
loose-leaf market season opens. 

A General Organization Commit- 
tee was appointed and approved in 
the convention. Its members are: 

John W. Newman, Woodford 
County, Chairman; E. M. Mansfield, 
Carroll County, secretary; Victor 
Bradley, 'Scott County; 0.' C. Chap- 
man, Clermont County, Ohio; David 
Prewitt, Clark County; Martin L. 
Harris, Dearborn County, Indiana, 
and T. B. Hill, Montgomery County.' 

Powers of this organixaoon Com- 
mittee are defined in a vesolution 
submitted by T. B. HiU, Mon^mery 
County, passed after a warm verbal^ 
battle in which John N. Newman, 
chairman, offered to resign and a 
split in the convention was threat- 
ened. 

The resolution follows: 

"Whereas, reports of the meetings 
held Saturday, August 14, 1920, in 
the various counties of the Burley 
tobacco region show conclusively that 
there is a strong and widespread 
sentiment in favor of some immedi- 
ate and effective action looking to 
protection of the Burley tobacco in- 
dustry; 

"Whereas, information comes to 

us of the demoralized condition of 

the markets in Georgia and the Car- 
olinas, where the 1020 crop of to- 
bacco grown in those states is now 
being offered, and it is well known 
that under the present foreign ex- 
change rates it will be practically 
impossible to finance this cron of 
Burley tobacco unless we have the 
co-operation of all persons interest- 
ed in the tobacco industry and 

"Whereas, every indication is that 
the present crop of Burley tobaoco 
inf Kentucky and adjoining States 
will exceed previous records;, and 

''Whereas, it will be too late to 
act after the market opens tlda fall; ! 
therefore, be it ] 
"Resolved, That it is essential to. 
hasten the perfection of an organiza- : 
tion of Burley growers into an as- j 
sociation, in order that a census of j 
the present crop may be had before I 
the opening of the mark^l in onler j 
that this association can then advise 
intelligently what should be done to 
protect and promote the interest of 
the indnstnr. 

''Be it further resolved that the 
chairman of this meeting appoint a 
committee of five, who, together 
with the chairman and secretary, 
shall constitute a Committee on Or- 
ganization. This committee shall 
have power to employ counsel, to ob- 
tain a charter, prepare a constitu- 
tion and by-laws, solicit membership, 
receive money, arrange for Wead- 
quarters and employ necessary help 
and take all needful steps to perfect 
the organization as speedily as pos- 
sible. 

"Be it further resolved, that when 
this meeting' adjourns it adjonms to 

meet on call of the chainnan and 

secretary for the purpose of ratify- 
ing the actions of the committee, 
approving the charter, by-laws, con- 
stitution and th^* location of the 
permanent officers, and for the 
transaction of any other business 
that may come before the meetings. 

"Counties not represented at this 
meeting, and which are this season 
producing Burley tobacco in any 
quantity, shall l>e notified of the ad- 
journed meeting and requested to 
send a representative to same.*' 

Twenty-two counties voted against 
the cutout and seventeen favored it. 
A number of counties, among them 
Bourbon, Clark and Harrison, refus- 
ed to send delegates, and no votes 
were cast by them. These counties, 
however, were unofficially represent- 
ed In tiM eOBVOBtiOB.

When approximately one hundred 
Southern Baptist missionaries sailed 
on the Canadian Pacific liner, the Em- 
press of Japan, from Vancouver, Brit- 
ish Columbia, Tuesday, August iJ, for 
fields in the Orient, they formed the 
largest group of erangete'cf the Chrl«- , 
tiau religion that has ever been sent 
to foreign tielda at a single time by a 
sU«la d — B itaatt om tteet th« hasin-

The majority of the appointees of 
the Foreign Mission Board are new 
workers, recently come from the va- 
rious educational institutions of the 
Soath where they have spent years in 
fwpatattaa for tka Miaa tliaf are 
about to aasame ia other laais. 

Appointment and Mding forward of 
so large a number of workers at a sin- 
gle time was made possible by the 
larger proceeds for missions from the 
Baptist 75 Million Campaign, froci 
which $20,000,000 will be realized for 
foraigB aUaffoaui during the five years 
covered by the campaign. Not all of 
this fund will be used in emvlojiag 
new workerc, though approximately 
500 additional men and women will be 
sent out du'ing the five years. Other 
sums will go to providing more churcli 
buildings, schools and hospitals, homes 
for tiM aUealOBaries and improvements 
of that character, incleding pahliahlng 
houses for turning out the Bible ani 
other religious literature.

Ten foreign fields are occupied by 
Southern Baptists today in Africa, 
Asia, Europ ^ South America and Mex- 
ico, The work in all these fields wi!l 
be strengthened and enlar?;od as a r ? 
suit of the larger funds made avail- 
able for foreign missions through tae 
Baptist 75 Million Campaign. New 
fields liave been <Hl^eaed in Europe 
and the Near Bast and a million dol- 
lars has been appropriated for launch- 
ing an intensive work in Russia the 
moment the doors of opportunity are 
opened there. The Board is greatly 
strengthening its work in Palestins 
and hopes ultimately to give the gos- 
pel to hundreds of thousands of peo- 
ple in the lend which witnessed the 
earthly labois of Jesus Christ.
